Both Sabbath and 
Cortez were restrained only with 
difficulty from coming to blows, 
and the language used by both 
parties was enough to dispel the 
large crowd of autograph-hunters. 

Carlos Cortez was the first whom 
the Daily questioned. In reply to a 
query , as to his opinion of Sabbath 
and his methods, the Mexican re- 



plied in a torrent of voluble Span 
is'n, the main substance of which 
consisted, as nearly as can be dC' 
termined, of grave reflections on 
the character of his opponent and 
his immediate family. Furious with 
rage, the Southern champion once 
again reiterated his opinion that 
Sabbath "doesn't know the first 
thing about wrestling, and is in for 
a big surprise if he tries any of his 
rough stuff this year." He added, 
snecringly, "I hope to enter Mc 
Gill's Med school shortly. Some 
thing tells me there's going to be 
a vacancy." 

Sabbath, second year Med, flew 
into a terrific rage. In no uncer- 
tain terms, he lashed out at his 
opponent, "Weightlifter, is he? 
Wrestler, is he? I showed him up 
last year, and I'll do it again. Get 
back to the Pampas, you peon," 

It can be seen that a match will 
be well worth watching, and is to 
follow another wrestling bout, for 
ihc University lightweight cham- 
pionship, which is to feature Raoul 
Canct vs. Carlos Chldcron.

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Co-educational? 

It is a far cry from tliû cnriy 1840'8 when 
women were first admitted to "a man's col- 
lego". It eecmâ however thai wo still have a 
long way to go before co-cdiication will acquire 
its full significnncc nt McGill. 

This is not because of 'any malice afore- 
thought or any extremely reactionary tenden- 
cies manifest at this university more than At 
any other. It is rather ascribable to the nature 
of our development as a cnmpiis, to the length 
of that development, and to the peculiarities 
of ]McQiirs environment. 

The fact ncvcrlliclcss remains that McGili 
has no focal point for tlic students, no common 
meeting ground where nil students, irrespective 
of faculty, year, or sex, can meet, cat, play, 
talk, and read. There is no spot on this campus 
which could, by itself, be called the campus 
center. 

Tho McGill Union is not siicli a spot. It 
appears to have been instituted a.s a gathering 
place for men students, a sort of men's club, 
wliilo at the same time Royal Victoria College 
performed a similar fiinnlion for tlic women of 
McGill. Before the gymnasium was more or 
less completed, the Union contained the Ath- 
letics' Office; some five or six year?, ago, this 
gave way to tho present ping-pong and Board 
rooms. 

Although Tho Daily offices have been in 
the Union ever since 1012, even they had not 
until the 102O's lost the "for-men-only" atmo- 
sphere. During this early period, when women 
wished to contribute to The "Daily as reporters, 
a mcs8Cnger-boy had to be sent to R.V.C. to 
fetch copy, for only males could work in the 
[Union' offices. 

Bo all that as it may, the extra-curricular 
aspects of co-cdùcation on this campus are still 
in a somewhat disjointed state. On the one 
hand, we have the so-called Men's Union, with 
certain facilities such as the cafeteria not yet 
opened as freely as they might be to the coeds. 
On tho other hand, wo have Royal Victoria 
College, a residence for some 120 out of 1,000 
women students and a center for the Women's 
Union. Neither of these allows a representative 
mingling of students during leisure hours. 

Far be it from us to recommend the aboli- 
tion of locales which permit males, to" relax in 
their own particular atmosphere, or females 
to gather in female company, if and when they 
80 desire. But in the absence of any such major 
building as would contain a largo cafeteria, and 
a big double-purpose lounge and dance-floor, 
for example, along with all tlic other inciden- 
tals which of necessity accompany such a pro- 
ject, might it not be advisable to* recognize the 
îkIcGill Union more fully as such a student 
focus? This could be done in part by remov- 
ing the present restriction on coeds eating in 
the cafeteria, for example. 

It is doubtful whether many students are 
conscious of this state of affairs. It is doubtful 
too whether many of them arc dissatisfied. But 
a statement of unutilized possibilities on this 
campus may not come amiss, especially since 
there arc a good number of students from other 
universities now at McGill who have realized 
Bomewhat of the more developed atmosphere 
pf coeducation on their home campusea.

Psychology of Freud and Prince 

Before Freud, medicine had learnt the value of 
using hypnotic and suggestive treatment In curing 
nervous disorders. 11 was also known that In the 
field of abnormal jisycholcgy symptoms were not 
isolated but functioned according to generally 
known principles. U was Freud, however, who 
forcibly demonstrated that the forces making up 
these laws carried on a conflict in the subconscious 
as well as unconscious psychological fields. Thus 
was discovered that happy hunting ground of the 
instincts, urges, desires and needs in which modern 
novelists like to play. The other conlribulion that 
first came from the clinical studies of tlio Frcudiaim 
-was that normal behaviour was made up of tho 
same elements as constituted neurotic and Insane 
behaviour. These elements were called "dynam- 
isms". 

Thus if all men had the same psychological 
structure (the Nazi claims to tho contrary) then It 
was the conditions of society that forced one man 
or one group of people to act in a paranoic, sadistic 
or other destructive ways. And the way to euro 
a great deal of the mass ailments of our civilization 
was not by medical treatment but by removing tho 
evils that beset them. This however was not In 
Freud's field and he left it out. 

However, among his dynamisms were two, iden- 
tification and transference, that had a great appllc 
ability in the social as well as the psychic sphere 
It was shown that a weaker person identifies him. 
self with the forces of power and compensates for 
his Inferiority by assuming the qualities of the 
superior person as his own; and that people rid 
themselves of the blame of their own faults by 
finding those faults in others whom they can dom- 
inate. 

Great discoveries indeed, but for every person 
that the psychoanalysts cured of his neuroses after 
a treatment of some 'two years duration, costing 
about ten dollars per visit, the Nazi reglmo was 
able to enslave whole communities by taking over 
the role of the all-conquering, all superior father 
patriarch, and giving the unemployed and frustrated 
German people a scapegoat as an outlet— the Jew. 
This was the process that went on while tho Allies 
sold raw materials to the Nazi, Fascist and Japa- 
nese rulers. Naturally the Nazis pointed with con- 
tempt to the "decadent democracies" and used .their 
Sunday conquests to enhance the glory of the 
Feuhrer. 

All nations where the governments prefer Iron 
and steel profits, and the common man accepts his 
crumbs in the form of dividends, rather than organ- 
ize to fight fascism when it first shows Its head, 
are capable of falling prey to dictators. It's a far 
cry from Freud but the consequences of his dis- 
coveries were obvious. For it was by revealing 
and explaining tho ghosts and dreams of mankind, 
and in showing the mechanisms that entered into 
the neuroses of mankind at work in our society 
that further progress was possible, and since the 
environment and tho cultural compulsive of our 
civilization were mainly responsible for man's 
acUons, and not heredity, it was possible, by chang- 
ing the environment, to cure man of his major so- 
cial ills. 

Freud is also noted for some contributions on 
sex but these are subsidiary to the broader impli- 
cations dealt with above. 

Tho other name, Morton Prince, came to fame 
with his explanation In psychological terms of 
what happened when a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde 
personality appeared. More important, however, 
was his demonstration of the effect that fear (pho- 
bias of all sorts) had on man. In this connection, 
that freedom we call "Freedom from Fear" Is the 
greatest and most important of the freedoms, and 
until we achieve it, ail the other freedoms will be 
meaningless, and our struggle not ended. And since 
fear is caused primarily by insecurity and want plus 
ignorance and bigotry, remove these causes and the 
personality can be rebuilt, was the lesson learnt 
from his psychology,

The hands of a violinist arc al- 
ways expressive in their grace and 
sensitivity, and as Mildred Good- 
man Marcus talked, with her ac- 
companist practicing in the back- 
ground, her slender hands rose 
instinctively to hold an imaginary 
violin and then dropped to her lap 
as she laughed apologetically and 
said, 'I always want to come in 
when she gets to • that part." She 
spoke shyly about her early career 
with a freshness and charm that 
added truo sincerity to her mod- 
esty. 

Born in Montreal, Mrs. Marcus 
studied under Monsieur M. Andre 
in Montreal and Mr. Sasha Jacob- 
sen nt tho Julllard School in New 
York, and in 1038 she returned to 
Montreal and entered the McGIll 
Conservatory of Music on a schol- 
arship, where she remained for 
three years. While she was hero 
she played in many of the Con- 
servatory concerts both with the 
orchestra and as a soloist. Her eyes 
lit up as ihe'v spoke Vabout : McGill. 



asking many eager questions about 
the pumerous friends she had made 
whilo studying here and sho ap- 
peared quite amazed to find that 
sho had not been forgotten and 
that she had many admirers around 
the campus. 

On leaving McGill she became 
concert master of tho Montreal 
Women's Symphony, then second 
violinist with the McGill String 
Quartet and finally entered tho or- 
chestra of Les Concerts Symphoni- 
quc do Montreal. It was during this 
part of her career that she worked 
under many famous conductors. 
Particularly she talked about the 
vivid impressions made upon her 
by Sir Thomas Beecham, Bruno 
Walter, and the exceptionally young 
musician, Lorin Maazel. She de- 
scribed Sir Thomas Beecham as "a 
wonderful person to work under, 
especially when he was conducting 
choral music. 

About Mr. Waller she said. "He is 
a truo artist in every sense of the 
word and his ability to obtain ex- 



actly what he wants, from an or- 
chestra with a minimum of verbal 
explanation is amazing." It was 
during this time that Mrs. Marcus 
worked with the Writers', Artists', 
Broadcasters' War Council, playing 
for the forces, work which she des- 
cribed as "extremely gratifying," 

But when the ambition of a 
musician Is "to play really well," 
the will to learn Is often a domin 
ant trait, and so Mrs. Marcus was 
soon back at her studies, this lime 
In Rochester, New York, under 
Jacques Gordon, head of the Violin 
Department at tho Eastman School 
of Music of the University of Roch 
ester, returning to Montreal every 
now and then for a concert or 
broadcast. She spent tho summer In 
Connecticut with Mr. Gordon's 
summer school, a group essentially 
studying String Quartet work, tatk< 
ing about this type of music Mrs. 
Marcus explained, "I have always 
preferred ploying In a string quar- 
tet. It Is far more personal than 
playing in an orchestra where you 



are simply part of a large machine." 
On the topic ol modern music she 
said, "I do not prefer the moderns 
to the oldci* masters for I find them 
both equally interesting to play, 
and I cannot name one composer 
above another for they each have

Library 
Topics 



Each day new books are being 
added to the Redpath Library, 
nteso books come to the library 
from three sources: books bought 
with University funds, books 
bought from special funds present- 
ed to tho Library, and books pre- 
sented to the Library. 

Tho spccliQ library fund may be 
an Invcsto^fund from which only 
the inlercsP Is used or it may be 
a gift of money— large or small— 
for tho purchase of books on some 
special subject. An example of the 
former is the Sir William Dawson 
Memorial Library Fund given by 
graduates of the University in 
memory of Dr. Dawson, Principal 
of the University. 1855-1603. 

Gifts of books are being con- 
stantly received from friends and 
former students of the Library. 
They may consist of a whole li- 
brary of many hundreds of books, 
a small collection on some special 
subject, or one or two particularly 
interesting or rare books. 

After the books have been cat- 
alogued and classified — work 
which is carried on behind the 
scenes and of which tho library 
public is usually 'ignorant — they 
are placed on the library shelves, 
and are ready to circulate. 

In order to help the reader who 
is not sure of what he wants to 
read but is looking for suggestions, 
a list of recent additions of the 
more interesting books received 
during the past month is made, 
with tho books divided into rather 
general subjects. This list lianps 
on the notice board in (he porch. 
Newer books of current interest 
are placed on shelves in the reading 
room beside the door to the Mu- 
seum. From lime to time books 
suggested for week-end reading are 
arranged beside the charging desk. 
These are not necessarily now 
books but include many old f» 
vourites.

8. The Important Role of Light 



The enormous scale on which tho 
universe is built causes physical 
effects which normally may be neg- 
lected because of smallness, to be- 
come very important in any* con- 
sideration of the stars. Ordinarily, 
we think of light as something 
weightless and intangible, but light 
is a wave motion, and produces a 
force in the direction of travel just 
as ocean waves do. We do not 
notice this effect on earth because 
of its smallness, but the great out- 
pouring of radiation near a star 
produces strong effects. Among 
these wc number the growth of 
diffuse 'tails' by comets as tl:ey 
approach the sun. Radiation press- 
ure is.'^also: responsible for the 
phenoRienom of tho Cepheid var- 
iable class of stars. 

Cephelds scorn to pulsate, grow 
larger and shrink with definite set 
periods depending on the size of 
the star. They are all great blue- 
white giant stars extremely hot and 
bright. There is, naturally, much 
radiation pressure at the surface, 
but there is even more of it inside 
the star where the deeper layers 
are hotter than the surface. The In- 
ternal pressure is so great that fin- 
ally the top layer of the star is 
blown right off. This causes the ap- 
pearance of expansion. The pres- 
sure is now temporarily released, 
and the star cases back to its for- 
mer size as the gaseous shell is dis- 
sipated into space. The pressure 
then builds up again and the pro 
cess Is repeated. Tlie matter lost In 
this way Is so small In comparison 
with the mass of the star that there 
is no noticeable loss in bulk< 

Analysis of the above theory 
leads to the observed result that 
the period of a Cepheid variable is 
longer the hotter, larger and bright- 
er the star is. I say analysis be 
cause other factors must be con 
sidered. or wc arrive at the wrong 
conclusion. 

It is natural to wonder it smaller 
stars also have somo slight cepheid 
effect too small to be observed 
When we look at our own sun, we 



see faint prominences which are 
portions of tho sun's upper atmos 
phcrc flying off into space like 
flames. Are these, perhaps, the 
work of a radiation pressure not 
strong enough to blow off a c6m 
pletc shell? Although we are not 
certain, it seems likely. 

Literally the astronomer could 
not learn about the universe if light 
did not do the things It does. Light 
and allied forms of radiation pro 
duce the Cephelds which enable us 
to plumb the depth of space. When 
we analyse light in the spectroscope 
wc obtain the fingerprints of the 
stars. Yes, indeed, light is more 
than somethins^to, see^)r.^j^j^

Other 
main items of business fliscu-rscd at the Council meeting included 
nicmhcrsliip of the McGill Debating Union in the lntcr;Univ;cr- 
sity Debating League; McGill's participation in an N.FrO.U.S,' 
conference at 'WcEtern Univer-< 
sily during tiie Christmas holi- 
days; and a letter from Senate's 
secretary concerning tlic Cana- 
dian-born Japanese students. 
The Council's committee on the 

University conference reported its 
plan to undertake this conference 
On post-war university problems on 
a Saturday in late February. This 
plan included the proposal to have 
no lectures on the Saturday chosen, 
and to invito two or three experts 
to speak on topics such as post-war 
reconstruction and post-war medi- 
cine. During the afternoon the 
conference would split into com- 
mittees of 15-20 students, whose re- 
ports would be received at a gen- 
eral evening session. For this pur- 
pose, these committees would have 
to be organized ahead of time, so 
that some advance discussion and 
rc£cnrch on the problems presented 
could be done before the conference 
day. The Council's conference com- 
mittee, it was reported, had dis- 
cussed the plan with Principal 
James.

Had Novel Way 
Of Executing Foes 



Shrunken Heads 

Greet Visitors 

At Redpath Display

Found: A solution for the des- 
tinies of- Hitler, Mussolini, and 
Tojo, after tho war. No, 
Churchill and Roosevelt did not 
hold a secret meeting this week, 
and hit upon an Idea. As a 
matter of fact, it all dates back 
to tho pre-Columbian times, 
which dates back before the 
Empire of the Incas, which was 
just before the Spaniard, PI- 
zarro, conquered Peru In tho 
sixteenth century. You see, they 
had wars in those days too, 
with prisoners, and post-war 
problems as well. But instead 
of taking the trouble to deport 
thousands of captives, they exe- 
cuted tlicm all, shrank and 
painted their heads, and sent 
them to the girls back home as 
souvenirs of war. The method 
is very simple: 

(1) Execute the prisoner. 

(2) Wash head carefully. 

(3) Peel the scalp with a thin 
knife. 

(4) Remove all the bone and 
cartilage.

Al- 
though these specimens are 
hundreds of years old, they look 
just as real as If they were 
made yesterday. How strange It 
would be for some McGill stu- 
dents of 3D45 A.D. to walk into 
the Redpath Library and see In 
the showcase tho shrunken 
head of a little man with a 
black moustache, and three 
strands of hair on his forehead, 
still preserved from the bar- 
baric days of 1045. 

Peru however was not as un- 
civilized a long time ago as 
may be supposed. The Redpath 
exhibit of articles from old 
Peru proves that. The Peruvi- 
ans merely hud a genius for>be- 
ing realistic in everything they 
did. Their jugs, dug from the 
soil where they lay since 100 
A.D,. arc shaped in the form of 
human heads, animals and birds. 
There is a jug In the display 
which looks like a penguin's 
head. Through the note of the 
creature is a large hole down 
which the water is poured. 

In the showcase on the left 
side, is a collection of textiles 
in the form of belts, scarves, 
bags, and baskets. These were 
found in ancient graves (people 
were usually buried with many

An exhibition of the^photo- 
graphy of Yousef Kariif wîû be 
held in the Common Room of 
R.V.C. from December 1 to De- 
cember 18. Mr. Karsh, the noted 
Ottawa photographer, has taken 
photographs of many of the 
men of the moment, and a num- 
ber of these portrait studies 
will be exhibited. 

These photographs indirectly 
bear an interesting story, the ' 
story of how Mr. Karsh came to 
take these pictures.

VIVE DE GAULLE 

(Note: This article is an answer to 
the article signed by J. A. V. in 
The Dally of Friday, Nov. 3.) 

After having continued the battle 
with the Allies for four years, after 
having been- condemned to death tor 
his patriotism, after having united 
the efforts of the French patriots in 
creating the F.F. I. after having 
hastened the liberation of France, 
we now see to-day that some people 
arc ready to call him , reactionary 
and even to damn him for the mere 
fact that he ratified an important 
and necessary ordinance. 

Only plain common sense ex- 
plains dc Gaulle's attitude and it is 
not necessary to be a great politic 
to undèrstand that the actual posi- 
tion of France imposed it Let us 
not forget that a great portion of 
the French territory is still occu- 
pied, by the enemy, among which 
arc the great harbors of Lorient 
and St. Nazalrc and the Alsace pro- 
vince. Besides, a great number of 
German soldiers arc liiddcn 
throughout the country, among 
which 10.000 in Paris only. More- 
over France has 600,000 people 
without homes and food on her own 
territory, and 2,400.000 soldiers and 
workers, prisoners In Germany. 

And we would after that, con- 
demn dc Gaulle because he has de- 
clared that "a frontier zone ol 10 
miles has been established in 
Southern France and that the 
Spanish Maquis were also forced to 
relinquish the Spanish consulates 
which they had taken over!" I 
think that this statement was very 
wise, because Franco does not want 
to have another war engaged on 
her own territory at the present 
moment, this time in the South, 
when she cannot even arm her own 
regular army to fight the Ger- 
mans in the West without the 
help of her Allies, Once more, I 
repeat that it is not necessary to be 
strong, stateglst .to understand this. 

Moreover the exchange of am- 
bassadors docs not engage the 
French government to be favorable 
to the Franco regime, because we 
could then accuse Russia of being 
pro-Hirohito and pro-Japanese in 
maintaining diplomatic relations 
with Japanl French politics in this 
matter are dictated by the same 
reasons of security as Russia's. 

The recognition of the French 
Provisional Government was a ne- 
cessity from all evidence, which 
was imposed on the Allies by the 
world public opinion and by the 
unanimous adhesion of the people 
of France to dc Gaulle. It is more 
than childish to state that dc 
Gaulle's recognition by the Allied 
Nations is due to his reactionary 
tendency. How could you then ex- 
plain Russia's recognition? 

The allusion to the Big Three and 
their "plans for world hegemony" 
is a low attack at the present time, 
when the valiant Allied troops are 
fighting the last assault which will 
assure us victory. Another fact that 
proves the false information of J. 
A. V. is the free accusation that de 
Gaulle Is a former member of the 
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fascist movement "Croix de feu." 
Such an assertion is based on no 
scriou^ facts and thoso who have 
read General dc Gaulle's books 
written in the years preceding the 
war, must remember his numer- 
ous warnings against Fascism and 
ils danger. 

Finally, the people of France will 
be able to choose the form of gov- 
ernment that they will think the 
most capable of reestablishing its 
former grandeur. The greeting ac- 
corded General dc Gaulle by the 
French population and the fact that 
the great majority of the political 
parties Joined him are the proof 
that he really represents French 
public opinion at the present time. 
It is h.Trd sometimes for forciyiiors 
to understand dc Guullc's attitude. 
They must always remember that 
he is above all a Frenchman and 
that only one thing counts for him 
actually: FRANCE. 

The French people perhaps the only 
one which has tried all the forms of 
government among which were the 
absolute monarchy, the empire, the 
republic and popular <^ represent- 
ation. Having tried them'nlir'itVlll 
know perfectly, when tho time 
comes which one to choose.
